Among the features will be an in- 
surance and strike fund, for one of the 
imperative rules of the federation will 
be that no organization will be allowed 
to quit work without gaining the con- 
sent of the general board of federation. 
This will result in fewer strikes, but 
whenever they do occur, they will be of 
tremendous power, as the railroads of 
the entii-e country can be tied up if 
necessary to secure justice and victory 
to the men.

The old 
Sootoh saying, *mony a mi(^e makes a 
mnokeir should always be kept in 
sight. 
Everything purchased should be 
thoroughly weighed and its value noted. 
The price paid for a thing is not an ex* 
^nent of its value. 
Its value oonsiats 
in the return it brings. 
A book, paper, 
machine, or appliance is of no kind of 
Talue to its dwner unless it gives him 
•omething in return, or renders an 
equivalent for time or money expended, 
and we should "count the cost." A 
thing we cannot use, and consequently 
is of no value to us, is dear at any price; 
we should "count the oost" befbre 
buying. 


Before buying any machine we should 
see it, or its duplicate, working under 
all the conditions the machine is calcu- 
lated to work under, and in no case buy 
a second quality of tool or one that will 
do a small amount or an inferior quality 
of work. 
The cost should be counted, 
and if more is paid for it than it will re- 
turn to us in work performed, it is a 
dear purchase. 


The oost should be counted in buying 
belting. A poor belt is costly at any 
price, for it never runs well or pulls 
well, and costs more in time to lace and 
relace and patch than two or three good 
belts would in the end. Lacing should 
be carefully selected. If you trust to 
the dealer to select hides of lacing for 
you, he always has a few hides of poor 
quality, and it is to his interest to get 
rid of this poor stock, and if you leave 
the selection to him you will probably 
get one of these poor hides, therefore it 
is best always, before cutting them up, 
to see how much it will oost you to 
use it. 


The first cost of anything is a small 
item, and not a single thing should be 
bought because it can be bought "for a 
mere song." What will it cost to us€ 
or run it, comparatively ? If it isa ma- 
chine, oount the oost of oil, belting, 
time spent in repairs, and amount and 
quality of work done in a given time, and 
compare it with another machine doing 
the same kind of work. 


In buying files there should be a close 
discrimination, for files are curious 
things to buy. 
There are thousands ol 
them so poor that a junk-dealer would 
not run the risk of stealing them, for 
the oost of carrying them to his pile oi 
old iron would be more than they were 
worth. 
The only way to get good files 
is to count the cost of using, and get 
hold of some firm like Kearney & Foot, 
who always furnish a first-class file, and 
stick to them. 
Don't ever buy, or- beg, 
or even borrow, an acid re-cut file. 


Count the cost of hiring labor, and be 
careful in selecting it. 
A man may be 
a good man for somebody, but not foi 
you. A man to be of value in any par- 
ticular business 
bo adapted to it, 
and be able to do it with ease and dis- 
patch. 
Simply because he is a man is 
no sign that he will be of valtie to you 
as an employe. 
Count the oost oi 
everything in the sense of what value it 
will be to you in using,— The Wood 
Worker.

lated to work under, and iu no case buy 
a eeoond qualify of tool or one that wit 
do a small amount or an inferior quality 
of work. The cost should be counted 
and if more is paid for it than it will re- 
turn to us in work performed, it is a 
dear purchase. 


TFhe cost should be counted in buying 


belting. A poor belt is costly at any 
price, for it never runs well or pulli 
well, and costs more in time to lace am 
relace and patch than two or three gobc 


would in the end. Lacing enonlc 


M carefully selected. If you trust fa 
the dealer to select hides of lacing foi 
yon, he always has a few hides of pooi 
quality, and it is to his interest to ge 
rid of this poor stock, and if yon leav< 
the selection to him yon will probably 
get one of thesa poor hides, therefore i

The first cost of anything is a small
